LESS COURT POWER 


‘Bill Makes Concurrence of Seven | 
, Supreme Bench Justices Neces- 
sary to Override Congress

Five to Four Decisions 


“These five to four decisions in 
which important acts of Congress are 
held unconstitutional,” said Senator 
Borah, “have produced a vast amount 
of dissatisfaction throughout’ the 
country among all classes. A number 
of laws have been passed by Congress 
of the most vital nature which have 
been held unconstitutional by a five to 
four vote of the court. The wisdom 
of having 2a different rule obtain can- 
not be doubted. 

“The question of constitutionality 
presents, 2 more serious question. I 
find some of the great lawyers of the 
;country have indorsed the idea con- 
itained in the bill I have presented, 
‘among others, Daniel Webster... My 
purpose in introducing the bill now 
is to wing about discussion and con- 
sideration and: to ascertain whether 
an undesirable be 
changed.” 

Senator Borah is author of “one of 
the pending resolutions in Congress 
to provide for a new child-labor law 
by constitutional amendmegt, in that 
way getting around the adverse deci- 
sion of the Supremt Court. 

* Next Congress to Carry On 
It is hardly possible that Congress 
will pass upon the question of Supreme 
‘Court power before the close of the 
| present session and when ‘it is taken’ 
‘up in the incoming Congress, where 
the progressive element, will hold the 
| balance of power, the fight against 
ithat power will be begun m earnest. 
' "The most radically inclined among 
ithe Progressives in both Houses be-: 
‘lieve that the enlistment of Senator |

Employers for Not Taking 
Workers Into Confidence 


PROVIDENCE, R. I, Feb, 6 (Spe- 
cial)—If a Virginia member of ‘the 
'United States Senate should propose 


a bill to reduce the hours of labor in val 


Rhode Island in order that the mills 
of Virginia might be further relieved 
of competition from the north he 
would be “laughed out of court,” said 
Frederick S. Sibley, banker, who re- 
cently addressed the Providence Cham- 
ber of Commerce on “The New England 
Textile Industry: Its Future Endan- 
gered,” in presenting his views for 

The Christian Science Monitor, 

“and yet,” continued Mr. Sibley, 
“that is just the added advantage 
which ‘the advocates of the 48-hour 
law in Rhode Island propose to have, 
our Legislature present to Virginia 
free gratis. So far as the workers in 
the mills are concerned, they have 
my hearty sympathy in their efforts 
to secure an increased wage and better 
working conditions. But to place re- 
strictions on employers which makes 
it impossible to operate at a fair 
profit does not serve the best interests 
of labor. It should be a mutual pro- 
position, and if labor is to prosper the 
employer must be allowed to prosper. 

“How it is that the workers can be 
led into the false belief that a short 


work day which is embarrassing to 
their employer can be of any advantage 
| to labor itself is most difficult to com- 
prehend. I think it {s largely the 
‘fault of the employers themselves ijn 
not taking their employees into their 
confidence. 

“The‘time may come and I hope it 
will come speedily when it will be 
economically possible to reduce the 
hours of labor in all lines of work to 
eight hours a day, but with the very 
unequal competitive conditions under 
which the textile mills of Rhode Island 
are now operating it would seem most 
unwise and unfair, for labor to press 
for the 48-hour law now. It is unfair 
to the manufacturer and would react 
on ‘abor itself through unemployment. 

“It is not a labor problem we have 
to solve. It is an industrial problem 
of a nature so serigus that it affects 
every man, woman. and child in our 
fair State. In going about its solu- 
tion we should keep our hearts warm 
and our heads cool. If any change 
in the law is to occur. it must be just 
to labor and capital alike, but above 
all and beyond al! is the interest of 
the general public to be considered. It 
must indeed, be paramount. We must 
insist upon no invasion of the public 
right. 

OT do not stand as a defender of 
capital, or as an advocate of organ- 
ized labor, but in this conflict of inter- 
est between the employing corpora-

LONDON’S AIR PORT 


Flights. Made in Various Types 
of Machines in Connection 


_ With Air Conference 


By Cable from Monitor. Bureau 


LONDON, Feb. 6—The third air con- 
ference assembled in the Council Cham- 


the delegates visited Croydon aero- 
drome for ’an inspection of the ar- 
rangements for the reception and dis- 
patch of machines employed in the 
civil air services and the general ap- 
pointments of London’s air port. 
Flights. were given in various types of 
machines, including the Bamel racer, 
which has a speed of over 200 miles 
per hour.

The second session will be devoted 
to three papers, mainly of a technical 
nature: (1) by Sir W. Salmond, Air 
Vice-Marshal, on “The Progress of 
Research and Experiment”; (2) by 
‘Colonel Ogilvie on “Gliders and Their 
Value to Aeronautical Progress,” and 
(3) by Mr. Fairly on “Seaplanes.” 

The second day has been allocated} 
to a consideration of al] the papers 
mentioned above. Enginéering and 
learned societies and institutions, uni- 
versities, trade organizations, trans- 
port trade unions, leading municipali- 
ties, chambers of commerce and 
rotary clubs are all represented. 
while the dominions and: government 
departments have delegates, and for- 
eign governmnts have sent attachés.

M. Jusseraud, Calls French Mild 
Compared With Germans in 1871 
Special from Monitor Bureau 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—Disclaiming 
any intention on the part of France 
toward conquest or permanent pos- 
session, rik Jules Jusserand, 

, asserted yesterday that 
France had ; gone into the Ruhr merely 
to collect money. due it which Ger- 
many would not otherwise pay, ahd 
that France was not only ready to 
withdraw its troops as soon as it was 
paid, but would ‘show mercy toward 
Germany ag soon as the Government 
nd people gave any sign of repent- 
ance and willingness to give what 
compensation was possible for the 
great losses of France. 

M. Jusserand described the condi- 
tions which had impelled France to 
take the step it has, the terrible de- 
vastation for which'Germany had paid 
nothing in the way of reparations, all 
that it had paid having been for the, 
rg of Occupation. As precedent 
for this he recalled that Bismarck had 
demanded payment for the. expenses 
of the German Army in France pend- 
ing the payment of $1,000,000,000 in 
1871. The measures taken by France 
in the Ruhr were “gentle” compared 
with those of the Germans, he de- 
clared, and the French occupation was 
territorially trifling in compa 
with that of one-fourth of France oc- 
cupied by Germany 61 years ago. 

The French, he pointed out, .went 
to work to pay their unjust imposi- 
tion. They bent their every. energy 
to “make good” and lift the burden 
they had shouldered... Because*Ger- 
many has made no effort to fulfill its 
obligations, France’ has been -com- 
pelled to take measures-to force: it to 
do so. Until the Germans admit:their 
guilt and express repentance for it, 
“there can be no fruce and: no real 
peace, much ds France longs for real 
peace.”

Make of It a Mecca 

“No shrine,” said Charles Knowles 
Bolton, president of the Society for 
Preservation of New England An- 
tiquities and librarian of the Boston 
Athenwum, when the proposal was 
submitted to him, “no shrine of the 
glory of the golden age of letters in 
Boston would be more interesting to 
‘tourists the country over than the 
revival of a bookstore in the Old 
Corner Bookstore Building. It would 
lead to recounting much of Boston's 
kiterary history in the days when 
Ticknor and Longfellow and Lowell 
and Hawthorne lingered in those 
famous rooms for discussion and rec- 
reation. If:the Old Corner Bookstore 
could return to this site I think that 
every library of importance in the 
country would be under obligation to 
maintain it as a mecca for book- 
lovers.” 

Miss Caroline Tioknor, granddaugh-

It: was an old bookstore even in 
those days.. In 1828—a centenary 
which is only five years away—Tim- 
othy Harrington’ Carter leased the 
building at $2000 a year. His nephew, 
James Richard Carter, ‘how senior 
partner of the firm of Carter, Rice & 
Co., ‘has a letter written by Timothy 
when he was more than 90 years old. 
It reads, in part: 

“Under this arrangement I pro- 
ceeded to remodel the establishment 
for a first-class bookstore as it now 
stands. -The fleor of the front store 
was.three or four steps above the 
sidewalk—I lowered the floor and re- 
‘built the walls of the corner building 
new all round as it now stands, mak- 
ing a handsome and convenient book- 
store; in the then vacant yard of the 
establishment on School Street I 
erected new brick buildings as they 
now stand—also on the deep. land in 
rear of the new buildings I erected a 
large wooden building iu which I bad 
seven machine printing presses at first 
run by a pair of Canadian horses and 
afterward by steam“four of them 
were tread mills which.were subse- 
quently taken to Brattleboro and run 
by the Connecticut River. I was top 
and bottom of the whole affair until 
fully under way, when I sold one-third 
to a younger brother, Richard B. Car- 
ter, not then of age, and one-third to 
C. I. Hendee, a clerk, and myself re- 
tired under the name of Company. 
Soon the wholesale business of the 
Company increased so rapidly that the 
retail department was sold to Allen 
& Ticknor. Then Mr. Fields came in as 
an apprentice and subsequently be- 
came a partner with Ticknor’s: son.” 

James T. Fields came from his 
birthplace, Portsmouth, N. H., to the 
bookstore soon after receiving the fol- 
lowing letter. He was then 14: 


Brookline, March 4, 1881 

I have procured you a place, James, 
in Carter & Hendee’s ookstore. I 
consider this the best aituation in Bos- 
ton in this line of business. Mr. Carter 
says that a boy who is . active, 
and industrious, and desirous of giving 
satisfaction to his employers, v ae § be 
sure of getting forward, and of doing 
well in this business when he comes 


of age. 

If you like the trade and are pleased 
with the place, you‘can come as soon 
as your mother pleases. The gentle- 
men with whom you are to live are 
excellent young men, and very much 
respected in Boston. They do a great 
deal of business, and you must do your 
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to the United States. Dickens was 
then 31; Fields, 26. “How well I re- 
call,” he wrote many years later, “‘that 
bieak winter evening in 1842 when I 
first saw the handsome glowing face 
of the young man who was even then 
famous over half the globe. . . . With 
my companions, three or four lads of 
my own age, I determined to sit up 
late that night.... About midnight on 
that eventful landing. Boz... hav- 
ing finished his supper, came down 
into the office of the hotel, and joining 
the young Earl of M , his fellow 
voyager, sallied out for a first look at 
Boston streets. It was a_ stinging 
night, and the moon was at the full. 
Every object stood out sharp and glit- 
tering and Boz, muffled up in a shaggy 
fur coat, ran over the shining frozen 
snow, wisely keeping the middle of 
the street for the most part. We boys 
followed cautiously behind, but near 
enough uot to lose any of the fun.

Saxe and the Boys 

“Among the literary  habitues,”

Demand for greatcr service, from 
American railreads is forcing radical 
‘ changes. Wastefulness and ineffi- 
ciency ia either men or equipment 
ure necessarily yiélding to methods 
that provide transportation adequate 
to needs. Coat-consuming steam lJo- 
comotives of but 10 per cent effi- 
ciency are giving tcay.to the less 
wasteful gasoline, oil-burning or elec- 
trical engine. Conciliation and pro- 
duction are replacing strikcs and 
stagnetion. Some phases of these 
problems with special reference to 
more obvious innovations coming 
slowly, perhaps, but surely, are dealt 
with in @ series of articles appearing 
in The Christian Science Monitor.

The Nation’s 
need today is more transportation, 
and perhaps the most immediate way 
of getting it is through increased co- 
operation between management, labor 
and shippers, focusing its efforts on 
the speed and load of the ordinary 
freight train. 

The freight car is an individual sort 
of mechanism, whose daily life is fa- 
miliar to the hundred thousand or so 
humans desirous of loading it with the 
maximum burden. There are 2,500,000 
freight cars in America, one to every 
eight families, of which 1,000,000 are 
designed to carry coal. A mass re- 
duction in the delays to which these 
cars are ordinarily subject, as their 
diaries disclose. whether through 
greater skill of managers, greater 


energy of labor or greater speed by) age year, five go for repairs; this time 


shippers--—or a combination of all three, 
through higher “morale”’-—will bring 
an amazing total saving.in dollars and 
cents. 

War left the carriers with insuffi- 
cient rolling-stock to meet post-war 
needs. For every added mile that a 
freight car can be made to carry its 
load in a day (and the present average 
distance is under 30 miles) just so 
much will be lopped off the $700,000,- 
(00 investment the roads expect to 
put into buying new cars and equip- 
ment this year. 


What War Did to Rates 


In plain figures, this is what the 
war did to the railroads: -It raised 


the freight rate in 1220 from % tO] for its return journey, especially the 


1 1-3 cents a ton-mile, a jump of 80 
per cent, which looms largest of any 
change in the public’s sight; it in- 
creased the worker’s average pay 


from $800 to $1900 a year, or 135 | 


per cent (a little of which has since 
come off) and it reduced the worker's 
day by an hour; it decreased capital 
securities of railroads throughout the 
48 states by 25 per-cent market value, 
or over $4,000,000,000, while it did not 
increase income, and the income which 
continued was in dollars that had lost 
about half their pre-war value. 

In other words, a social leveling 
took place through the action of the 
war as truly in America as in Russia. 
Labor now gets something like five 
times as many railroad dollars as 
does Capital, while before the war 
when it was very much underpaid in 
certain branches, it got only 2% times 
as many. In income, this amounts to 
12 per cent now going to Capital, in- 
stead of the pre-war 20 per cent; and 
to Labor 57 per cent, instead of the 
pre-war 45 per cent. These figures 
are chief arguments of officials who 
assert that Labor should now show a 
proportionately greater effort with its 
new wages to drive on the twentieth 
century pack-horse, the modern freight 
car. 

In its personal habits. the freight 
car is given too much to idling. The 
activity of the American variety of 
freight car surpasses, it is true, that 
of any similar representative of the 
family abroad, yet there are extraor- 
dinary possibilities left open for in- 
‘creasing its amount of service to the 
human race. Railroad managers at 
Washington have issued a monthly 
leafiet called “Freight Car Perform- 
ance,” in which a daily record is kept 
of every mile of road in the country, 
so that if “Boston & Maine 5208” is 
undergoing repairs at a New Hamp- 
shire shop, or is doing service on 4a 
far-off road at hire rates, or is wait- 
ing, half across the continent, to be

Off Duty Considerable . 

One of the observers, L. F. Loree of 
the Delaware & H n, has found out 
how the Average Freight Car spends 
most of its time. His figures are 
illuminating. He reveals that nine- 
tenths of the time the car is off the 
main track altogether, either loading 
or unloading, being shuttled about in 
switching yards, or being: hammered 
for repairs, or waiting for something 
to happen. Sometimes the Average 
Freight Car waits for a load, and other 
times it just waits. 

The typical car spends 14 weeks of 
the year either loading or unloading 
on side-traeks out of the current of 
the main traffic stream. Being driven 
back and forth, to and from these 
side-tracks, takes another six weeks, 
while two weeks more are passed in 
delay waiting shippers’ orders. An 
additional three weeks’ enforced idle- 
ness arises because of arrival at des- 
tination on a Sunday or holiday when 
it must wait till work is resumed on 
the next workday. 

In other words, a car takes half of 
the average year in the work of get- 
ting itself loaded and unloaded. Evi- 
dently there are boundless opportu- 
nities for co-operation in cutting down 
this unremunerative time. 

In the other half year which is 
spent in carrying load to destination 
or in moving along empty, looking for 
a new cargo, five weeks are occupied 
in passing through intermediate yards 


for movement to various objectives. 
Another nine weeks are spent on the 
interchange yards, where freight is 
transferred from one road to another. 

In the 13 weeks left out of an aver- 


has appreciably increased since the 
shopmen’s strike. Though the country 
is now in the midst of a car shortage, 
so that every available carrier is util- 
ized, in more normal years two weeks 
are taken up in slack seasons when 
cars are stored for lack of tonnage. 


Gives 26 Days’ Service 


There remain then, in all the year, 
six weeks for the car to move along 
the main Hine. ‘When from this time 
is deducted delays incident to wrecks, 


the time of normal road movement is 
cut to 37 days, or one-tenth of the 
year. Even this is not all the tale, 
for a car cannot always find a load 


million coal cars which are not 
adapted to many kinds of freight, 
whose annual fuel flight from mines 
to consumers in the fall and winter 
congests traffic seasonally. In the 
past the average ratio has been main- 
tained at three empty car-miles to 
seven full car-miles. These combined 
conditions reduce the typical freight | 
car’s annual road movement, under 
load, to 26 days a year. 

The goal set for increased efficiency 
through loyal teamwork of Labor, 
Capital and public, is 30 miles a day 
for the average freight car. This does 
not seem hard for an individual car, 
and it is not. But for the average 
car to maintain such a rate day in and 
day out all year, or for half a year or 
even a month, is difficult, and has 
never been done. 

“The freight situation is becoming 
such that still further co-operation on 
the part of shippers is necessary for 
the purpose of stopping the gradually 
increasing tide of congestion,” E. J. 
Pearson, president of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Road declared 
in a recent statement. He added that 
the great need is a more rapid 
handling of freight cars by shippers. 
Indeed, a few days saved in loading 
or unloading in the year of the aver- 
age car, would bring millions of dol- 
lars in added freight service.

Strike Played Havoc 


The third ideal is to cut “bad-order” 
cars down to 4 per cent. This is 
very far from being done at present. 
The war and its aftermath left car- 
riers in bad shape, with many cars 
running the rails that only in 
courtesy could be called “in. repair.” 
One car out of 18, or 5.5 per cent of 
the total supply, was always in the 
repair shop before the war, or was 
waiting repairs. In 1919 one-in 11 
cars was tied up (9.2 pér cent). The 
shopmen’s strike has played havoc 
with plans for quick betterment; at 
present the “bad-order” percentage is 
high all over the Nation. 

What co-ordination of effort will ac- 
complish was strikingly shown in fig- 
ures by Frank H. Fayant, in an article 
in the Unpartizan Review, October- | 
December, 1920. He said that if in 
1920 “bad order cars had been cut to 
4° per cent, an equivalent of 80,000 
cars would have been added to the 
country’s total tonnage; if one mile 
had been added to the general daily 
distance of the cars, it would have 
meant an additional 100,000 cars; if 
an extra ton had been piled on the 
average 1920 load, it would have 
meant $0.000 more cars.

Possible loss of more than $1,000,000. 
in annual revenue by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, is involved 
in a bill heard today by the Committee 
on Taxation of the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature under which Henry F. Long, 
Tax Commissioner, seeks to transfer 
the franchise tax that the American 


Telephone & Telegraph Company re-. 
‘fuses to continue to pay. to the Mas- 
sachusetts stockholders of the com- 
pany. . 

Commissioner Long explained the 
somewhat complicated situation as an 
impasse from which the Common- 
wealth appears to have only one way 
of escape without substantial loss of 
revenue. The American Telephone & 
Telegraph Company, he said, was 
originally a Massachusetts corpora- 
tion; now it is incorporated under the 
laws of the State of New York. It 
was originally an operating company 
while now its main function is that 
of a holding company handling the 
business of subsidiaries which it 
controls. 

Under an agreement reached more 
than 10 years ago, Mr. Long said, the’ 
company: was to pay a franchise tax 
on one-twentieth of its capital, this 
ratio being reached by the proportion 
of instruments used within Massachu- 
setts as against those without. A 
statute confirms this agreement and by 
reason of the payment of this franchise 
levy the dividends of the stock of the 
company have been tax exempt under 
the Massachusetts income tax law. The 
revenue has been distributed to the 
cities and towns of the State in pro- 
portion to the number of resident 
stockholders and the remainder has 
remained in the treasury for the uses 
of the State. 

This last year, however, Mr. Long 
said, the company served notice that 
it could not continue to pay this tax, 
declaring that it is unconstitutional.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 6 (Spe-' 
cial)—E. B. Cozens, graduate manager 
of athletics at the University of er 
sylvania, has announced that 
fiftieth anniversary of sports will yo 
fittingly celebrated at the university 
this spring. A monster athletic affair 
is planned and a4 committee will soon 
be appointed by the athletic council. 
Back in 1873, a number of. the 
students of the classes of 1875, ‘76 
and °77 opganized themselves into a 
society, under the name of the Ath- 
letic Association of the University of 
Pennsylvania and this body still ex- 
ists, though in 1917 the althlotic coun- 
cil, representative of all. branches of 
the university, was made the. govern- 
ing sports body. The apsociation was 
formed with “a view to promote track 
and field sports at Pennsylvania.” The 


and in the fall of that r the first 
track meets were conducted. 

It is likely that May 17 of this year 
will be set aside as the date for the 
semi-centennial celebration. Partici- 
pation by athletes representing every 
branch of athletic endeavor will be 
the main feature of the sports jubilee. 

The first officers of the association 
were: E. B. Morris ’75, president; G. 
S. Phillier ’77, vice-president; W. R. 
Philler *75, treasurer; S. T. Kerr °75, 
treasurer; W. T. Ellfott °75, H. W. 
Andrews ’76, J. R. Pell ’77 and James 
Murphy ’78, directors. 

During the first year many: difficul- 
ties were encountered in arousing in- 
terest among the students in athletics 
of any kind. There was no track to 
train on and until the spring of 1885, 
the annual contests were held either 
on Steel’s track, the Germantown 
Cricket Club or the Young America 
Cricket Club grounds. Since the as- 
sociation was primarily -interested in 
track and field, events, baseball, 
cricket, football, rowing, etc., were 
allowed to shift and take care of 
themselves. In each -of these latter 
sports, however, ecial associations 
were formed and managed separately. 
Athletics at that time were supported 
at Pennsylvania by contributions from 
graduates. The first step looking to 
the identifying of graduates in the 
active control of athletics was taken 
in 1879, when the Athletic Association 
admitted the alumni generally to, its 
membership and enlarged its own 
scope. 


j 
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Pennsylvania first entered the realm 
of intercollegiate competition in 1875. 
that time intercollegiate track 
games were held at Saratoga, N. Y., 
in connection with the collegiate re- 
gatta there. H. L. Geyelin, two years 
ago chairman of the athletic council, 
was Pennsylvania's sole entry. Geye- 
lin was the first man to carry the 
colors “Red and Blue” in an intercol- 
legiate contest. The following year 
the association officially adopted red 
and blue as the emblem of the uni- 
versity. 

According to Graduate Manager 
Cozens, the celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary may develop into a two- 
day affair. It _May_ take two ae to 
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1843 as The Junior Cricket Club; 
though there was no répre- 
sentation of the,university. W. R. 
Wister, known as the “Father of 
érican Cricket,” urged the students 


cricketers.’ Its first match against 
another college.was with Haverford, 
May 7, 1864, and Haverford won. 

Rowing at Pennsylvania began in; 
1854 in the formation of the University 
Barge Club, which at the time was 
distinctly a’Pennsylvania crunninetion. 
The first effort to have an organized: 
crew from the university was made in 
1872 with the formation of the College 
Boat Club, but the first race of which 
there is any record except interclass 
regattas was in 1877, when the college 
four-oared crew beat ‘the University 
Barge Club. 

Baseball began in 1873, but no’ col- 
lege games were played until 1875. 
Football was started in 1876.

Since the development of European | 
uncertainty there has been increased | 
buying of General Electric and West- 
inghouse stocks. Buying has been 
stimulated by a belief in potential 


earnings in view of railway electrifi- 
cation projects under discussion and’ 
the steady increase in demand for 
electrical appliances. The year 1922 
witnessed remarkable readjustment of 
the electric rivals, both as to goods 
billed out and new orders taken. Gen- 
eral Electric is expected to show 
about $15 a share earned in 1922 on 
the regular stock, and Westinghouse, 
whose fiscal year. closes March 31, 
1923, will show. close to $8 a share 
earned for the combined preferred 
and common. 

General Electric carried over into 
this year approximately $80,000,000 
unfilled orders and will have, if in- 
coming orders only equal 1922, not far 
from $325,000,000 of business to work 
on. Westinghouse, since April 1, has 
booked $106,587,569 of new business, 
representing an excess of bookings 
above billings of about $20,000,000. It 
started the fiscal year with some $50,-

One will ask that grain growers’ co- 
operative selling agencies be given a 
seat on the Chicago Board of Trade. 
and the other will set up a new form 
of corporation which will provide ma- 


chinery for more adequately extend-| 


ing this system of selling. 

Even though some headway has 
been made through overtures between 
the United States Grain Growers 
Sales Company and officials of the 
Chicago Board of Trade for a peace- 
able settlement of the membership 
difference, this legislative action is 
to be sought, it béing necessary to 
introduce the measure soon to assure 
its successful passage, advocates 
claim, as the session is advancing.

Deficit in Desember, 1921, Be- 
comes Surplus of $420,411 in 
December, 1922 


- Resumption of coal mining upon 
settlement of the strike resulted in an 
excellent recovery in the earnings of 
Pittsburgh & West Virginia in the late 
fall and winter months. Pittsburgh 
& West Virginia and the West Side 


Belt Railroad combined showed a sur- 
plus.after charges of $420,411 in De- 
cember compared with a deficit. of 
$117;624 in December, 1921. 

For the year as a whole results at- 
‘tained by the two roads were fully 
up to expectations. The combined 
surplus after charges was $1,399,356. 
Pittsburgh & West Virginia’s $19,100,- 
000-6 per cent preferred stock calls 
for $646,000 in dividends a year. De- 
ducting this, the balance would be 
$85,356, equivalent to $2.80 a share on 
the $30,600,000 common stock. 

In 1921 surplus after charges was 
$1,256,446, equivalent after preferred 
dividends, to $2.33 a share on the com- 
mon. In this connection it should be 
pointed out that 1921 income was 
swelled through the payment by the 
Government of $1,570,000 in final set- 
tlement of rental for the federal con- 
trol period. This boosted non-operat- 
ing income to $2,565,737. 

Operating results for 1922, there- 
fore, represent a very great actual im- 
provement over those of 1921. Net 
from railway operations alone last 
year was $233,474, compared with a 
deficit of $1,173,229 the year previous. 
Non-operating income in 1922 was 
helped by considerably larger divi- 
dend income, presumably .from the 
coal properties owned, and also by a 
substantially larger credit balance for 
hire of freight cars than in 1921.

Mr. May, who is an American 
director in the Russian Commercial 
Bank, declared that one of the strong- 
est features of the bank was ite able 
representation from Russian financial 
circles of bankers of real experience. 
Among these he cited as members of 
the board of directers A. G. Schles- 
inger, former head of the Moscow 
Merchants’ Bank, M. Tarnovski, head 
of the Merchants’ Bank in Samara 
and director of the Russian Siberian 
Bank, M. Galashin, former head of the 
Banque Russe pour la Commerce 
Etranger, M. Mensbinski of the Mos- 
cow Union Bank. | 

The bank’s connection with the 
present administration in Russia jis 
secured by the fact that the Russian 
State Bank, representing which M. 
Michelman sits on its board of 
dizectors, has subscribed 10 per cent 
of capital. 

The capital, according to Mr. May, 
is considered to be sufficient for the 
present at 10,000,000 gold rubles, or 
about $5,146,000, as fts Russian busi- 
ness is to be done with its deposits, 
which are already ‘said to be consid- 
erable. E- 

Half-of the capital is carried in 
London and the other half in New 
York banks, the better to soothe the 
susceptibilities of those who will not 
risk cash deposits in Russia. . At 
present the whole of the stock outside 
of that held by the Russian State 
Bank, or 90 per cent, is under the 
trusteeship of Olaf Aschberg, president 
of the Sver ska Ekonomi Aktiebola- 
get, whose outstanding connections in 
Beriin and Moscow are well known. 

“Since the inauguration of the new 
economic policy in Russia,” said Mr. 
May, “bankers who know the situa- 
tion have come to consider that sound 
Russian business 4s perfectly practi- 
cable, and there is no doubt in my 
mind that the present enterprise will 
have a great success. Most of the 
stock is in the hands of conservative 
foreign investors and our connections, 
espécially in London and New York, 
which will be divulged, in detail, soon, 
I hope, are excellent.”

HOUSING PROBLEM OF BRITAIN 
AUGURS GRAVE DEVELOPMENTS 


Thousands of ladividuals and Millions 3 in Money Involved 
—‘‘No Rent” Movement a Thorny Question 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


LONDON, Jan. 15—Mr. Lloyd 
George’s famous promise to _ the 
British soldiers in the great war, that 
England should be made “a land fit 
for herees to dwell in,’ contemplated 
among other things an abundance of 
good houses at reasonable rental. The 
British Government have «since en- 
deavored in many ways to fulfill this 
promise. They have built dwellings 
at the public expense, which have 
cost three times as much as they now 
@are worth. They have introduced a 
Rent Restfiction Act, which has not 
only failed to provide cheap, houses 
itself, but has completed the discom- 
fiture of the speculative builder who 
might otherwise have provided such 
houses. Cottages in England today, 
of a kind suitable. for the accommo- 


dation of unskilled labor, are thus 
both dear and scarce. 

The landlord cries out that he has 
been grievously robbed by the State. 
Keven the tenant in possession, whose 
interests the Rent Restriction Act was 
specially designed to protect, is able 
to claim he has not come out well. 
Disputes between landlords and ten- 
ants have arisen, and a serious “no 
rent” movement has started in Scot- 
land and extended to England. Here 
the trouble is that one of the pro- 
visions of the Rent Restriction Act 
has been read by thousands of land- 
lords as enabling them to raise rents, 
under certain circumstances, without 
prior “notice to quit” to the tenant, 
whereas the highest judicial court in 
England has recently decided that in- 
creases so made are illegal. The ten- 
ant, in consequence of this decision, 
in many cases refuses to pay rent of 
any kind until the overcharge has 
_ been refunded. 


Millions of Pounds Involved 


The sum concerned is large. In the 
single city of Glasgow the total of 
reat over paid is said to amount to 
no less than £5,500,000, of which 
£3,000,000 represents rent enhance- 
ments now pronounced to be illegal, 
£ 1,500,000 sterling is extra local rates 
and taxes paid out partly by landlords 
and partly by tenants, while £1,000,- 
000 is income tax and inhabited house 
duty, which has gone for similar rea- 
sons into the coffers of the central 
Government. 

It thus appears that, instead of. solv- 
ing the housing question, the action 
which the British Government have 
taken has so far produced only fric- 
tions waste, and discouragement of 
private enterprise, | 

The question of the Rent Restriction 
Act is almost equally unsatisfactory, 
A committee under Sir Henry Norman, 
appointed by Mr. Lloyd George's Gov- 
ernment, issued an interim report on 
Nov. 20. last, which advised continu- 
ance of some kind of “protection of 


tenants against eviction and unreason- 
able increases of rent.” : 

How to remove the legal difficulty 
which has produced the “no rent” 
movement, is another thorny ques- 
tion. The Jandlords claim that re- 
moval of the flaw, discovered by the 
judicial authorities in the Rent Re- 
striction Act, should be made retro- 
active. Otherwise many of them 
must be ruined, as the overpayments 
which their tenants are now entitled 
to recover, extend over several years. 
Some of the tenants are in a position 
only one degree less difficult, since 
to pay up the arrears they have with- 
held, is beyond the ability of those of 
them who are unemployed. 

Action cannot be delayed, however, 
since every day the dispute is left 
unsettled, the greater become the 
arrears eventually owing by either 
one side or the other. Fresh hous- 
ing legislation is consequently fore- 
shadowed, to be introduced at the earl- 
iest possible date in the next session 
of the British Parliament, which be- 
gins next month.

HONOLULU; Hawaii, Jan. 22 (Spe- 
cia] Correspondence)—Argument- was 
completed here today on the Govern- 
ment’s demurrer to.a suit brought by 
several alieh Japanese . language 
schools to enjoin the attorney-gen- 
era] and superintendent of public in- 
struction from enforcing the pro- 
visions of ruJes and regulations fur- 
ther governing the conduct of these 
institutions. Petitioners claim that 
the regulations, as well as Act 30 of 
the special session laws of 1920, also 
relating to language schools, are un~ 
constitutional. 

The regulations provide, briefly, 
that after Jan. 1, 1923, no ¢hild shall 
attend an alien language school un- 
less he or she has first satisfactorily 
completed the first grade of an Amer- 
ican public school or its equivalent; 
and that after Sept. 1, 1923, no child 
shaH attend unless he or she has sat- 
isfactorily completed the first and 
second grades of an American public 
school or their equivalent. 

Only eight of the several hundred 
alien Japanese schools have joined the 
petitioners. The remaining schools 
to al] intents and purposes have 
adopted the regulations. 

The question now before the Circuit 
Court. has taken on an international 
aspect, in view of the fact that peti- 
tioners claim that, by abolishing cer- 
tain grades in their schools, property 
rights, as well as certain provisions 
of an existing treaty between the 
United States and Japan, have been 
violated. It is now generally under- 
stood that the case will ultimately 
find its way to the Supreme Court-of 
the United States. 

The new regulations, adopted by the 
Territorial School Commission and 
signed by the Gevernor, are designed

ANTI- PROTECTIONISM GROWS — 
STRONGER THROUGHOUT BRITAIN 


How Free Traders Regard 


the Tariffs of the Empire— 


Conservatives Show Need of Protecting Key Industries

LONDON, Jan. 16—The referendum 
of the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
‘ merce on the Safeguarding of Indus- 
tries Act, which resuJted in a most 
- decisive vote of its members who rep- 
resent the great business firms of 
Lancashire against the duties levied 
under the act, reveals the growing 
strength of the movement against pro- 
tection in England. When Parliament 
meets, the Opposition jntend once 
more to move an amendment to the 
address for the removal of the act, 
which they regard as the most in- 
sidious attempt to restore the protec- 
tive system, which was overthrown in 
rm great battle for free trade in 

Since then the Conservatives, under 
the guise of fair trade or tariff re- 
form, have attempted on more than 
one occasion to reintroduce protection 
with most disastrous results to their 
party in the election of 1906, when 
Mr. Chamberlain's tariff “reform 
scheme was before the country. 

The war gave the Protectionists an- 
other chance, and by an irony of fate 
it was Mr. McKenna, the Liberal 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, who, 
by j sing duties on certain luxuries 
in order to save freight for necessary. 
imports, administered the first shock 
to the free trade system. Mr. Mc- 
Kenna intended that these duties 
should be for the duration of the war 
only, but when the Conservatives re- 
turned with a big majority over all 
other parties. in 1918 they compelled 
the Coalition Governmeént to maintain 
the duties on the. plea that the in- 
dustries concerned could not do with- 
out them. 

New Tariff Barriers 

The McKenna dyties were supple- 
mented during. the war by embargoes 
on a number of imperts, and it was not 
untjl the illegality of the whole system 
except a8 @ War emergency was proved 
that the Gevernment was compelled to. 
drop th@m. This did not prevent Mr. 
Chamberlain from prey a préference 
to the Colonies on all the articles taxed 
by Mr. McKenna for war purposes, 
which he extended to all dutiable arti. 
cles of food and tobacco, grown 
within the British Empire. 

Although little was said on the ques- 
tion. at the general election of 1918, 
the Conservatives were determined to 
erect new tariff barriers, under the 
specious pretense of protecting so- 
called key industries, and of prevent- 
ing the dumping of cheap goods. The 
Protectionists wére rewarded with the 
passing of the Dye Stuffs (Import Reg- 
ulation Act) which was rushed 1 
ward on the plea of the necessity of 
creating a dve industry in Great Brit- 
ain which could be converted to the 


“ 


‘mdnufacture of explosives in time of 
war. 

To this end the act forbade the im- 
portation of synthetic organic dye- 
stuffs, colors and coloring matter, 
and all organic intermediate products, 
used in their manufacture, for a period 
of 10 years, except under license from 
the Board of Trade. 


Another Breach Made 

In the session of 1921 another and 
more dangerous breach was made in 
the Free Trade trenches by the pas- 
sage of the Safeguarding of Industries 
Act. The first part of the act placed 
a tax of 33 per cent on so-called key 
industries, which were supposed to be 
vital to the country for military pur- 
poses. The schedyle included glass- 
ware, almost every scientific appli- 
ance, and almost every chemical ex- 
cept sulphate of quinine. The list ex- 
tended to 6300 items, over 4000 of 
which were chemicals. 

The act led to the most ridiculous 
results. Consignments of dolls were 
held up because their eyes were said 
to be made of scientific blown glass. 
Colored glass beads, artificial trim- 
mings for ladies’ hats, children’s 
paints and even Teddy bears came un- 


der the ban of the act which was to. 


save England. 

Part II of the act is administered by 
a committee of the Board of Trade, 
which sits to héar complaints against 
allegations of dumping and unfair 
competition dife to the collapsed ex- 
changes. 


Fight Reaches New Stage 


A tariff has been imposed on fabric 
gloves, gas mantles, and certain 
classes of hardware and enameled 
goods made in Germany. Much to the 
disappointment of the Protectionists, 
the tariff is limited to German goods. 
This does not prevent their free im- 
portation from other countries in Eu- 
rope, and the resylt is that a very 
small revenue has been raised, for it 
is difficult to detect the origin of 
these goods. 3 

But the tax on fabric gleves affords 
a good instancé of the injury which 
can be inflicted by protection, for the 
attempt to bolster up a comparatively 
small home trade has dealt a blow at 
the far* more important industry of 
manufacturing the yarn which Ger- 
many imports from Lancashire for the 
manufacture of the gloves. All Ger- 
man goods are in addition subject to 
the 26 per cent export tax for repara- 
tions. 

There is now in office a Government 
the leading members of which, like 
Bonar Law, Mr. Baldwih, .and Mr.

The protests against the alleged ac- 
tion of the Lithuanian Government 
are loudest from the direction of War- 
saw.

Lithuania 
possesses a seaboard .of less than 20 
miles, containing only one port, 
Palanga, which is totally undeveloped.

AMERICAN TEXTBOOK 
IS TO BE REWRITTEN 
FOR USE OF CANADIANS 


VANCOUVER, B. C., Jan. 28 (Special 
Correspondence)=Dr. Mack Eastman, 
head of the department of history in 
the University of British Columbia, has 
just announced that he will under- 
take the revision and partial rewriting 
of West’s “World Progress,” a high- 
class American textbook, published a 
year ago for use in that institution 
of learning. During the recent ses- 
sion of the Legislature there was con- 
siderable discussion over United 
States textbooks being used in the 
university. 

It was asserted by the critics that 
British and American traditions were 
not being adequately maintained in 
both school and university textbooks. 
West’s “World Progress” will super- 
sede Robinson & Beard’s European 
history, “Our Own Times,” which has 
been used in the university, but be- 
foré being used will be thoroughly re- 
vised. 

“Our history department has been 
trying for several years to. get either 
a first-class textbook on general 
world history by a British author or 
else to have one of the best American 
textbooks revised from a British 
standpoint,” he declared. ‘“Unforty- 
nately Robinson & Beard’s book, 1921 
edition, lent itself to criticism because 
its concluding pages were hastily writ- 
ten ahd a little out of perspective. It 
isnot anti-British, however.”

AUSTRIA ANNULS 
LESSER HOLIDAYS 
‘AS UNDESIRABLE 


VIENNA, Jan. 10 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—One of the reforms most 
urgently needed in Austria is the abo- 
lition of the so-called “smaller holi- 
days,” which are mostly church festi- 
[ vale. They entail an enormous eco- 
frome loss to the industry of the whole 


country, besides a direct financial loss 
to the State. 

Private firms have: already done 
away with many of these holidays, but 
the great army of state employees 
cling to them with the utmost perti- 
nacity. Uader pressure from the 
economy commission, however, this 
opposition will probably soon disap- 
pear. The cutting down in number of 
state emplofees will mean more work 
for those who are left, and unneces- 
sary holidays can no longer be’ per- 
mitted. 

Financial considerations also dé- 
mand their abolition. At the present 
time the salaries of the state em- 
ployees amount. to some 540,000,000,- 
000 crowns monthly, an average of 
18,000,000,000 crowns a day: Assum- 
ing that there are 10 such lesser holi- 
days in the year, the State is paying 
180,000,006,000 crowns for days on 
which no work is done. 

One of the weizhtiest arguments for 
the retention of these holidays has 
been their religious significance. But 
this contention has been entirely ever- 
ruled by the Pope, who shortly after 
the end of the war decreed that all 
these days were henceforth to be re- 
garded as working days. 


ARABS AT HAIFA 
GIVE A BANQUET 


TO DR. WEIZMANN 


JERUSALEM, Jan. 9 (Special Cor- 
respondencé)—Hassan Shukri, presi- 
dent of thé National Moslem Associa- 
tion in Haifa, recently gave a banquet 
in honor of Dr. Weizmann. There 
were present a large number -of 
guests, among them several Arab 
notables, The host, Hassan Sbukri, 
toasted Dr. Weizmann ih a short 
speech in Arabic. “The Arabs in 
Palestine,” he said, “redlize fully that 
the country will not be able to develop 
and progress unlese there is co-opera- 
tion between its various nationalities. 
Dr. Weizmann is one of those who 
have devoted’ their energies to the 
cause of bringing about such co-op- 
eration, and I hope that the same 
success which attended his endeavors 
to obtain the mandate will attend also 
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his work for co-operation between the 
two peoples inhabiting the country.” 
Dr. Weizmann expressed his grati- 
fication at the magnificent reception 
accorded him. He declared ‘his belief 
that co-operation between the Jews

This in-/ 
crease was necessary, he declared, to 
guard against a possible depreciation 
of the guilder, which might occur if

the very large amount of foreign cap- 
ital (mainly German) which is at 
present invested in Holland. The fall 
of the dollar exchange to the par 
value in Holland he ascribed to the 
large loans Holland and other coun- 
tries contracted in the United States. 

Holland itself is declared to be on! 
the eve of an economic recovery, if | 
state expenditure for unproductive 
aims is checked and cost of produc- 
tion lowered. Productive works, in- 
cluding speedier reclamation of the 
Zuider Zee, the canalization of the 
river Meuse, the enlarging of the Am- 
sterdam and Rotterdam waterways to 
the North Sea, must be undertaken by 
the Government, as in this way un- 
employment would be disminished 
and large tracts of land made avail- 
able for Holland’s increasing popula- 
tion.

AUSTRALIA HAS 
WAGES DISPUTE 


MELBOURNE, Jan. 2 (Special Cor- 
respondence) — The Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council has 
refused leave to the Australian states 
fo appeal against a decision of the’ 
High Court of Australia that the 
employees of state instrumentalities, 
(railways, irrigation departments, and 
so forth), are entitled to have their 
wages and conditions of employment 
regulated by the Commonwealth Court 
of Conciliation and Arbitration. 

The Federal Constitution provides 
that only industries that are inter- 
state in their incidence come within 
the scope of Commonwealth activity, 
and an early decision of the High 
Court excluded state instrumentalities 
from federal control. Fifteen years 
later, however, this decision was re> 
versed, and the Arbitration Court 
received power to fix rates of pay and 
conditions of work, for state em- 
ployees. How far-reaching this de- 
cision was, mav be gauged from the 
fact that the Victorian State railways 
alone employ about 20,000 men. 

Under Clause 74 of the Constitution 
a certificate from the High Court is 
necessary before an appeal can be 
taken to the Privy Council against one 
of its decisions. An application was 
lodged for such a certificate, and re- 
fused. The states then decided to make 
a test case of the matter, and jointly 
sent Mr. Owen Dixon, K. C., of Victo- 
ria, one of the most eminent constitu- 
tionalists in Australia, to London to 
apply for special leave to appeal. It 
is this application that has now been 
refused. 

Thus the decision of the Privy 
Council does not touch the merits of 
the case, It is simply a declaration 
- that the certificate of the High Court 
is essential before the Privy Council 
can proceed to hear an appeal from 
one of its decisions. 

The states are still not satisfied, as 
they contend that the decision de- 
prives them of their sovereign author- 
ity, and also that it is impossible to

JAPANESE LIMIT 
PLAYS TO SIX HOURS 


TOKYO, Jan. 12—Japanese actors 
and actresses, by combined action, 
have won two reforms which will 
benefit the public and reformers alike. 
The clacker, or hired applauder, whose 
Charges were a heavy tax on the 
actors, has been abolished and per- 
formances are to be limited to six 
hours, except twice a year, when they 
may be extended to eight hours. In 
old days a performance would last 
from morning till night and women 
spectators would change dress during 
the performance. 

When a famous actor is on the 
program he generally plays in moré 
than one play. Charges vary from 
1.50 yen for fourth class up to 8 yen or 
10 yen for box seats. When a foreign 
star appears, or a big charity per- 
formance has been organized, these 
seats go up to 15 yen. Seats at the 
Imperial Theater are6.50 yen and 7.80 
yen for second and first class. In the 
smaller Yurakuza Theater, which de- 
votes itself to modern productions re- 
quiring less costuming, the prices are 
3.50 yen and 5 yen.

HE work of M. Sacha Guitry is 
of incomparable diversity. He 

'. Writes according to the inclina- 
tion of the moment, either merry 
comedies in which he gives full vent 
to his fantasy; or others which speak 
to our sensibility and faculty of emo- 
tion; or .monographs for the stage 
like “Bér&nger” and “Pasteur”; or 
works like “Le Comédien,” where his 
observation of life is rather harsh 
and almost cruel. But though he 
succeeds in all the genres, Sacha 
- Guitry’s qualities of brilliant improvi- 
sation, of alert ready wit, are better 
~ suited to comedy than to the kind of 
grave, profound dramas which de- 
mand time. and meditation. Sacha 
Guitry has an incontestable genius of 
the theater. He has a real and great 
talent. He is extraordinarily —in- 
genious. But his ingenuity may 
sometimes become a fault. The 
slightly puerile artifice is not always 
as’ well hidden as it should be. 

M. Sacha Guitry had decided that 
Paris should this season applaud the 
genius of his father, Lucien Guitry, 
and that of Mme. Sarah Bernhardt, in 
a play written for them. It could not 
be a light comedy. M. Lucien Guitry 
interprets dramatic réles which suit 
his strong appearance and his square 
shoulders. Mme. Sarah Bernhardt re- 
quires special rdles in which her in- 
cisive voice can scan the cues. M.

And when at 40 Mme. Levaillé, who is 
neither fresh nor graceful, realizes 
that her husband is neither of the 
Académie Francaise nor of the Legion 
of Honour, her heart is filled 
with contempt for the husband who 
has deceived her hopes. They dislike 
each other. They are irreconcilable. 
Mme. Levaillé cannot understand 
why this man does not make conces- 
sions to the public, why he persists 
fn writing novels which are not pop- 
ular and therefore do not know large 
eirculations. She objects to this man 
shutting. himself up in his ivory tower, 
And yet she has not so much-to com- 
plain of after all.

EHOLD her with her young

Mr. Pollock was 
in Boston several days last week, pre- 
liminary to:the presentation of his new 
drama, “The Fool,” at the Selwyn 
Theater,on Feb:-12, and talked with a 
caller at the theater between two of 
his speaking engagements. For Mr. 
Pollock has ‘suddenly found himself 
in demand as a lecturer on the con- 
temporary theater. Instead of going 
to’ Europe as he planned, following 
the premiére of “The Fool” in New 
York, he accepted bookings made by 
the Pond bureau to deliver 800 talks 
on American drama, a program which 
will use up most of his time for the 
next year andea half. 3 

“Great days are coming again in the 
American, theater,” Mr. -Pollock de- 
clared. “The tide has already turned 
after an artistic slump that has lasted 
20 years. It was about 1900 that the 
speculators got possession of the 
American theater, just at the time that 
the last of the great stock companies, 
the Empire, was disbanded. After that 
the majority of the best people began 
to drop away from the playhouse, 
alienated by the trashy and vulgar 
plays which the new order of pro- 
ducers thought-the public wanted. The 
old public could be induced to comie to 
the theater only when someone in 
whom they had confidence appeared— 
E. S. Willard, Maude Adams, John 
Drew, or Henry Irving. 

“This condition continued for years. 
The speculators prospered. It surely 
seemed that they knew what the pub- 
lic wanted. . But that old public of 
lovers of worth-while things in the 
theater was not to be denied. They 
were not satisfied with reading plays, 
even though the publishing of dramas 
multiplied during the first decade of 
this century. They wanted the acted 
drama. Suddenly they found a way to 
get it. In 10 months, as a result of 
spontaneous. imterest in community 
playhouses, 102 little theater orgaui- 
zations sprang up in the United States. 
Rebellion {s the one word for that 
movement — rebellion against the 
Broadway theater speculator. “There 
are more than 300 of these community 
theater organizations tOday in North 
America. For they have discovered 
the great truth that a theater does 
not mean -an ornate building, but 
merely a simple, suitable place for the 
performance of a play. 

“It was long before the Broadway 
managers were inclined to take the 
little theater movement seriously. 
They saw only awkward amateurish 
attempts at acting and stage direction, 
probably, and missed the really sig- 
nificant point of the whole move- 
ment—the hunger behind it for intelli- 
gent drama. Suddenly, again, the 
managers woke one morning to find: 
that the New York Theater Guild had

appear also more human. This, at 
least, was a motive that most of us 
can understand. 

Thoreau’s philosophy of independ- 
ence and rebellion is likely to appeal 
to the young and ardent. And it has 
its inspirational value. It brings hope 
and courage to those who are appalied 
by their introduction to the sordid- 
ness of materialism. But as under- 
stood by those grown older and mel- 
lower, Thoreau’s message is directed 
rather zo the beauty-hunger in us. 
For rough and crude as was his ex- 
terior, crabbed as was his disposition, 
he was far more of a poet than his 
unpolished verses would seem to in- 
dicate. His was a genuine love of 
nature. It was in ¢«he Maine woods, 
and on the river, and beside Walden 
Pond that the true character of the 
man became manifest. His secession 
from the ways of men enabled him to 
come closer to the great heart of 
nature, and by his very exaggeration 
be has taught us many things. 

It is difficult for me to estimate the 
debt I owe to those early impressions 
of Thoreau. But I do know that some 
of my happiest hours are spent in the 
solitude of the woods and fields, away 
from the activities -of crowds and 
cities, where meadow larks lay their 
speckled eggs in old pastures, where 
cottontails peer timidly out from their 
shadowy coverts, where the wood 
thrush sings in the  (fern-sweet 
thicket, and the cardinal flower bursts 
into sudden flame beside the marshy 
brook. Many of these wonders would 
remain hidden from us were it not for 
those interpreters of nature who have 
given us the most charming essays 
that have been written during the 
past half century. And the master 
and pathfinder of them all was 
Thoreau.

‘The thought of this English. poet 
seems to be that reform, to be genuine 
and wortby of one’s support, must be 
productive of definite benefits, peace 
and charity. If the reference be to/: 
that quality of peace which Paul de- 
clares “passeth all” understanding,” 
and if the quality of the charity he pro- 
poses be that to which the Apostle to 
the Gentiles refers in his epistie to 
the Christians at Corinth, “faith, hope, 
charity, these three; but the greatest 
of these is charity,”—then, surely, 
what would give offense to such 
praiseworthy conditions can by no 
means be genuine, but of a necessity 
partakes of the character of pretenec. 
The world is gradually awakening 
to the fact that true. reform is vastly 
more than pretense; and, likewise, 
that to be worthy of the earnest sup- 
port of right-thinking persons, it 
must be from within. Reform is not 
something imposed by authority, by 
the application of some external force 
or means, but rather it is a trans- 
formation of one’s mentality by which 
that which is.low, mean, sordid, false, 
and selfish is eliminated, and the good, 
the worthy, the beautiful, the true, 
and the unselfish become manifest. A 
great mistake that has attended many 
efforts at reform has been due to a 
lack of understanding of what reform 
really is, as well as of the method by 
which it is to be wrought. |

T WAS at.Long Lake, in the Adi- 
rondacks, where I was camping 
gut, in the days of my early man- 

‘hood, during a September vacation, 
that I first made acquaintance with 
Thoreau. I had never been in those 
- deiectable mountains before, and fresh 
from the struggle which besets a 
young man getting a start in New 
York, was in a mood to enjoy to the 
full the peace of beautiful natural 


surroundings. 

I had, at the last moment, packed 
a copy of Thoreau’s “Week on the 
' Concord and Merrimack Rivers,” and, 
not being quite so strenuously con- 
cerned with sports as were most of 
my companions, I found time for loaf- 
ing-about camp, reading, and medi- 
tating. I read the “Week” unhurriedly, 
with intervals of dreaming. I think 
Thoreau is best. taken in that way. 
His philosophy, in those surroundings, 
seemed singularly genial and apposite. 
His method of interpreting nature was 
new to me and I found it both enter- 
taining and inspiring. I saw what he 
pictured through the glow of my own 
eagerness. And that glow did not 
entirely fade during my subsequent 
reading of bis other books. 
Now | bave been reading them again 
—particularly “The Maine Woods” and 
“Walden.” I1 will not say that I am 
disappointed or conscious of a sense 
of disillusionment. Indeed, the twen- 
ty years that have intervened have 
given me the capacity for discovering 
riches in Thoreau that were invisible 
to me before. But something of the 
glamour is gone, and I find myself ex- 
amining these writings more criti- 

cally. 

When. Thoreau seceded from Con- 
cord and the United States, abandoned 
the ordinary busines and society of 
men, built himself a cabin on the 
shores of Walden Pond, and under- 
took’to lead a life of self-sustaining 
independence, he blazed a trail for 
wiser and better balanced men to fol- 
low. Thoreau, as I see him now, was 
a rebel, an egotist, an extremist; but 
he was also a pioneer. He preached 
doctrines that we may well reject, but 
he preached more that we would do 
well to accept. 

Above all, Thoreau preached the 
gospel of the out-of-doors. He had 
a crusader’s scorn for human artifi- 
cialties. He was the American master, 
at whose.feet have sat all the nature 
writers and outdoor philosophers who 
have come after him. 

Like all pioneers, prophets, and 
Peter-the-Hermits,: Thoreay exageger- 
ated. Someone has to exaggerate, I 
suppose, in order to startle us out of 
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by statutory enactment certain : 
tions which are necessary to public 
welfare. Reform legislation brought 
about in this manner is undoubtedly of 
great benefit in removing temptation 
from those who, with less understand- 
ing of God and man’s true relation to 
Him, need what may be called arti- 
ficial modes of support, while rising 
above the tempter’s reacb. 
Complete reform, however, which 
connotes love for and loyalty to divine 
Principle, does not come about in this 
way. Mrs. Eddy bas expressed this 
thougbt most convincingly in “Science 
and Health with -Key to the Scrip- 
tures” (p. 327): “Reform comes by 
understanding that there is no abiding 
pleasure in evil, and also by gaining 
an affection for good according to 
Science, which reveals the immortal 
fact that neither pleasure nor pain, 
appetite nor passion, can exist: in or 
of matter, while divine Mind can aud 
does destroy the false beliefs of 
pleasure, pain, or fear and all the 
sinful appetites of the human mind.” 
From this it appears what a sweepins 
and all-comprehensive change true 
reform is. Not in part, not here and 
there, but altogether, must morta! 
mind relinquish its claims. The sum 
total of evil is to be put off. The 
“old man” witb all his deshly beliefs, 
false appetites, sin, evil of every type, 
must fall away in order that the 
Christ, the truth about God and map, 
may appear. Thus is experienced tke 
new birth, whereby the “new man”-- 
not new in God’s sight, but in the eyes 
of mankind—shal!l appear. Obvious'y, 
this reform is not brought about br 
extraneous and external agencies, bi:t 
only by spiritual regeneration. John 
wel] describes this process in the 
Apocalypse: “Behold, I stand at the 
door, and knock: if any man hear my 
voice, and open the door, I will come 
in to him, and will sup with him, and 
he with me.”

-Are not his very books somehow 
out of the picture?. What business 
had so complete an individualist, one 
who had declared independence of.all 
the ways of man, to be writing books 
to. be read by men, to be earnestly 
seeking publication?

Thoreau thought himself self-suffi- 
cient.

Walter de la Mare’s Art' 


Ships That Have Passed 


ANY years ago, on an ocean 
M steamer, I remember a sight 
which made me rub my eyes— 

ship after ship in line, square rigged, 
with every sail full set before the 
wind. They were coming on, growing 
incredibly fast as we raced toward 
them; the alternate black:and white 
of their bows and sides contrasting 
with a pure blue sea, and a collar of 
: * 
white spray sparkling at their bosoms 
as they slowly dipped and heaved 


nearer und nearer. 

Such a sight is unforgetable, and 
is rare enough today, for the stately 
square-rigged ships are fast disap- 
pearing from the scas, one by one re- 
placed by the titan-driven moters of 
a mechanic age. In a little while all 
will have passed out of sight, into 
the seas that lie below the horizon of 
our memory. Yet, such were the ships 
that made our history, with their an- 
cestors, the adventurous galleots of 
golden fame. . These were the broad 
wings that -brought the first discov-. 
erers to found new continents—the 
prows like pioneers that opened the 
sea lanes of .commerce around the 
world. Half the history of humanity 
is enclosed in those old bulls that lie 
scattered over the ocean’s floor, where 
the winds and waves have swept their 
timbers out of every corner of the 
globe. ‘ 

From the remotest times the ship 
has been a favorite theme in art. The 
old Greeks used the “beaks” of their 
great oared galleys on their monu- 
ments and coins, as symbols of vic- 
tory; and in every age the curying 
prow has. been the harbinger of tri- 
umph over the elements. Only yester- 
day the graceful-cHpper ships—a last 
word in shipping and the pride of 
their builders—furnished those old 
prints which are again in such de- 
mand and they still inspire artists of 
today. | 

Among modern prints are the etch- 
ings of George C. Wales of Boston— 
scenes of life on the high seas. These 
are all manner of craft: “Mayflower,” 
entering a harbor (no doubt in the 
famous. fall of 1620), a prototype of 
the next, the favorite clipper “Flying 
Cloud,” cruising through a choppy 
‘sea, “The Dutchman,” tbe bad dream 
of old mariners, and presage of “The 
Squall,”"—where a good. ship keels 
under reefed and tattered canvas 
through the scud.

‘The earnest devotion of Tammaty 
and its leaders to the churches, and its deep respect for 
their ministers, of course give a peculiar significance to 
charges of this sort emanating from a tried and true 
Tammany official. 

The citizens of New York are invited to share with 
the Legislature i in its horror at the thought that an organ- 
ization, having for -its purpose the destruction of the 
liquor traffic, the abolition of the saloon in both its polit- 
ical and social phases, and the assurance that the Empire 
State, like other states of the American Union, shall 
respect the Constitution of the United States, has actually 
collected and expended money in order to advance these 
aims. An investigation is demanded into the methods 
of the collection and expenditurg of these moneys. 
The investigation is asked by a leading figure in Tam- 
many Hall, and presumably will be conducted by a com- 
mittee drawn largely from adherents of that organization. 

This may open a new chapter in the history of inves- 
tigations, a long history.so far as New York is con- 
cerned. Perhaps before it is opened it might be interest- 
ing to reprint portions of the chapter given over to the 
Lexow inv estigation—an incident in the life of Tammany 
from which that organization has never fully, recovered. 
While the spotless Tammany assemblymen today are 
horror-stricken by the spectacle of Christian ministers 
engaged in raising funds for the destruction of the liquor 
trafic, it would seem to be a goad time to recall the 
agencies from which Tammany has always raised ‘funds 
for the protection of the liquor traffic. Against the 
Christian ministers enlisted with the Anti-Saloon League 
may be set over the thugs, the murderers, the gamblers, 
the gangsters, who have always done the political bid- 
ding of the organization of which Assemblyman Cuvil- 
lier stands now as the bright and shining light. Where 
the Anti-Saloon League has interested churches in its 
campaign for righteousness, Tammany long directed the 
activities of institutions of a very different class which 
need not be enumerated in this place.

The redistribution bill will provide for an increase in 
the ‘membership of the House of Commons after the next 
general election. The present House has 235 members. 
According to the 1921 census ’figyres, the next House 
will have 244. The practice followed by Sir Wilfrid 
_ Laurier and Sir Robert Borden on previous occasions, 
of leaving the detail work of redistribution to a parlia- 
mentary committee, is an expeditious method of making 
the readj justment. When all parties are fairly represented 
on the committee, there is less likelihood of having the 
question treated as a political faotball in the House. 
Revision of the bank act is the big task of the select 
standing committee on banking and commerce. It is 
more than likely,. however, when the proposed revision 


comes before the House, some vigorous discussion of the 


money question will be heard’ from members who are 
not on the select committee. While the Canadian bank- 
ing system is-regarded with general satisfaction by the 
present controllers of it, the critjcism is sometimes heard 
that there is too mtfch centralization. The opinion is 
held by some that the American system ef local banking 
enterprise has advantages in. fostering trade and industry 
in the home market. On the other harid, the success of 
the Commonwealth Bank of AuStralia, nationally owned, 
controlled and operated, has impressed some of the advo- 
cates of banking reform, in Western Canada particularly.

The authors of the Farm Loan Act had in mind the 
fact that at that.time the farmers of America knew very 
little about co-operation and that it might take a long 
while to make them see its value. Consequently, pro- 
vision was made for both’ the co-operatively owned Farm 
Land banks and the Joint Stock Land banks, both to be 
under the same general federal supervision and both ob- 
taining the major part of their loanable funds from the 
sale of bonds secured by farm mortgages. | 

From the very beginning, the Farm Loan Board has 
been opposed to the co-operative control feature of the 
Federal Land banks. This board was created by the act 
to be the agency of the Government for supervising the 
system.’ Purely as a temporary expedient, it was given 
control over the Federal Land banks, through the power 
to appoint all of their directors, until the National Land 
associations could invest sufficiently in the capital stock 
of the banks to warrant their assumption of control. 

The co-operative units of the system are the National 
Land associations. There are nearly 4500 of these asso- 
ciations, and together they own over $30,000,000, or 
about 87 per cent of the capital stock of the land banks. 
The associations are pledged as indorsers of about $680,- 


000,000 of mortgages. The primary security for the 
bonds issued by the banks is the land and insurable im- 


provements of the farms; the secondary security is the~ 


joint liability of all the members of the association 
through which the loan is made, and there is further 
security in the legal reserves of the banks accumulated 
out of their profits. 

It is now proposed to do away with the co-operative 
land associations, for that will be the result 1f any one 
of these bills is passed, although that objective is some- 
what obscured by the verbiage. The farmers are object- 
ing to this. They object to further continuance of the 
political control that has, been exercised from the begin- 
ning. Rightly or w rongly, they believe that the failure 
of the land banks to meet the demands that have been
